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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues the feature "is configured to 
provide a change due flag to record consumer identifying information to capture the amount of change due to consumer at the point of 
sale." 

The examiner notes Stern, a teaching reference, was shown to teach wherein a device is configured to provide notification (e.g. flag) 
identifying information to capture the amount of compensation due to a consumer (see at least, [0057]), which as reasonably constructed 
reads on applicant's argued feature, "is configured to provide a change due flag to record consumer identifying information to capture 
amount of change due to consumer." The examiner notes Stern's features are not related to a monetary value, but the concept of 
identifying an amount of compensation due to a consumer is noted to be taught. Brown's disclosure relies upon transacting at the point of 
sale which includes recording of all transactions that take place (see at least, abstract) which would read on knowing of an amount due. 
The examiner notes one could take the teaching concept of compensating a consumer based on a flag and apply it to the teachings of 
Brown's monetary transaction; therefore this argument is not persuasive. 

With respect to the argument regarding Examiner's Official Notice, the examiner notes the following: "To adequately traverse such a 
finding, an applicant must specifically point out the supposed errors in the examiner's action, which would include stating why the noticed 
fact is not considered to be common knowledge or well-known in the art" (see MPEP 2144.03 C). The examiner notes the applicant has 
failed to state why the noticed fact is not considered to be common knowledge or well-known in the art. This is an inadequate traversal. 
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
